President Duckworth, head of the 
Union in Georgia, gives out an 
statement. He states that 
in correspondence with the 
secretary of the treasury’s office at 
Washington, regarding some plans for 
the relief of the conditions in the south. 
He also sfates that he has asked for 
a conference of the national president 
of the Farmers’ Union and the national 
legislative committee with President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Cortelyou. 

When approached at the state head- 
quarters here and being asked about 
the financial situation today, President 
Duckworth said: 

“We have not, up to this time, 
able to secure the assistance to which 
we feel the south is entitled, but we 
are still working and hoping for better 
results. We are still in correspondence 
with the secretary of the treasury’s of- 
fice. At this time I am not prepared 
to say what the results will be. 

“In the meantime, if any of our 
bers who have cotton stored in 
houses want to i{ssue certificates 
one-half. or two-thirds the value of cot-: 
ton at the present prices they have the 
liberty to do so, provided they can ar- 
range with the merchants and bankers 
and others to arcept same, but in case 
they cannot do this, any certificates 
not backed by the government are vir- 
tually worthless to them.

OYSTER SALAD. 

This is perhaps the most delicious yet least 
known of all salads. Select large plump oys- 
tere, allowing six to each person. Parboil 
them in their own juice and drain. Cut the 
oysters into bffs and mix them with an 
equa! quantity of fresh, crisp lettuce broken 
into small bits. Stir with the mixture a dress- 
ing made after the following recine, which is 
for all salads: One ege for every 
persons, boil twenty minutes and then 
into cold water. Separate the whites 
from the yolks, cut the whites fn bits and add 
to the cut-up oysters. To the boiled yolks add 
raw ones in the proportion of one to everv 
cookesd eggs. Reserve the raw white for 
future use. With a spoon mash the cooked 
raw eggs, then drop in olive oil slowly, 
etirring vigorously all the while until a suffi- 
clent quantity is obtained. Then add mustard 
with lemon juice, pepper and salt. Lastiv 
beat half the number of whites of the eggs 
stiff and stir into the dressing. This addi- 
tion gatives a creamy quality to the dressing.
